RIBL’S RBALIZATION. 


The Probability Tnat He Has Looked Upon 
His Last Sunset. 


; Winnipra, Man., November 15.—The ques- 
tion of Riel’s fate seems to be finally sattled. 

This morning Sherwood, the chief ot the 
dominion lice of Ottawa, arrived by the 
regular train on the Canadian Pacific railway, 
bringing the governor general’s warrant for 
the execution. He immediately atter left by 
a train for Regina, and should arrive 
there early in the morning. 

Absurd rumors have been abroad hera ofthe 
probable rescue by Dumont and a party from 
the states. There is no truth in them. 

RIEL NOTIFIED OF HIS DOOM, 

Reoina, November 15.—The special moas- 
sep ger bringing the warrant signed by the gov- 
crnor general of Canada, directing that tho 
execution of Louis Riel, the leader of the 
Cansdien half breeds, in their recent rebellion, 
should take place in accordance with the ver- 
dict of the jury which tried him, arrived here 
on a special train at eight o’clocs 
tonight. There is no longer a 
doubt that Riel will mset 
his fate tomorrow. The arrival of the warrant 
was & surprise to even many of the officials, 
who, owing to the late hour and the previous 
delays, had argued another respite would fol. 
low. Riel received the formal intellizeucs at 
nine o’clock tonight, in his cellin the guard 
room ofthe mounted police barracks, three 
miles west of this city. The intelligence was 
conveyed to himin persona by High Sheriil 
Chaplean. 

The scene was, in many respects, remarka- 
ble. The famous rebel’s cel] is immediately 
adjacent to the guard room of the troops doing 
Light patrol duty, fully fifty of whom occupied 
the room. Through theiron gate in front of 
the celi was seen an armed sentinel on duty, 
and outside the buildivog a cordon of armad 
men were pacing their beats. The iron gate 
was thrown openon the approach of the 
high sheriff, iattain and Colonel Irvine, 
commendant of the mounted p?- 
lice. The representative of the 
associated press was allowed to ba prosent by 
courtesy. Riel, who had been conversing 
with the surgeon of the post, rose and wel- 
comed the sheriff in a kindly and thorougaly 
unconstrained wey. His iniatial greeting 
wes: 

‘*Well, and so you have come with the great 
announcement; | am glad.” 

Sheriff Chaplean replied that the death wars 
rent nad come. 

Riel, continuing, said: 

‘“‘lam glad that at last Iam to be released 
from my sufferings.” 

He then broke oll into French, and thanked 
the sheriff for his personel consideraiioa. He 
proceeded again in English: 

“] desirethat my body ehail be given to 
my friends, to be laid in St. Boniface.”’ 

This istie French cemetery across Red 
river from the city of Winnipeg. The sheriff 
eeked him if he had any wises to convey as to 
the disposition of bis personal estate or effects: 

‘“‘Mon cher,” replied he, ‘‘I have only this,” 
touching his breastabove the region of the 
heart. 

“This I gaveto my country fiftsea yeara 
ago, and it is alll have to give now.” 

He wes asked as to his peace of mind, and 
he replied: 

“IT long 2go made my peace with my God, 
and am as prepared now asI can beat any 
time. You will find that I had a 
mission to perform. I want you to 
thank my friendsin Quebee for ail they 
have done for me.” 

He continued in reply to another question: 

“Tam willing togo. I shall be permitted 
te say something on the scaffold,” hesaid, in 
atoneoft inquiry. When told that he would 
be sllowed to, be said smilingly: 

“You think I may speak too long, that it 
willunnerve me. On, no! I shall not be 
weak. J ehell feel that when the moment 
ecmes I shall have wings which will carry 
me upward.” 

He closed by saying to Sheriff Chaplean, as 
Le beld out bis hand to him, in parting: 

‘‘Adieu, mon ami.’’ 

His eve was clear and unflinching, and his 
steady besring throughout such as to evoke a 
renee of admiration. 

THE FRENCH CANADIANS INDIGNANT. 

MonTREAL, Que., November 15.—The city is 
full of French Canadian conservative mem- 
bers of parliament, who were summoned by 
telegram yesterday to attend a caucus of Sir 
John McDonald’s supporters, held this after 
noon in the chambers of Mr. D. Grouard, for 
the purpose of discussing the future action of 
he members in the event of Riel being exe- 
cuted 

The caucus was keld at: o’clock}"and was 
attended by a large number of French mem- 
bers of parliament. Most of the members 
were in favor of sending a telegram to Sir 
John McDonald to the effect that the French 
conservatives would bolt in a body from gov- 
ernment tupportif Riel was hanged. It trans- 
pired in the course of discussion that Sir 
Hector Langovin at the interview at St. Mar- 
tin’s junction yesterday had intimated that 
Mr. Chap!ean would give them explations on 
the subject today, and it wes consequently 
determined to adjourn the meeting uatil the 
secretary of state had been heard. 

Mr. Chaplean met the members at the 
Windsor hotel and from alt that can be learn- 
ed his explanations were to the effect that the 
cabinet is unanimous in its decision and will 
stand or fall by it. It is learned on the best 
authority that the following joint telegram was 
indited by the meeting and forwarded tonight 
te Sir John McDonald at Ottawa: 

Under the preseut circumstances the execution 
of Louis Kiel wou)d be an actof cruelty, the re- 
sponsibility of which we most energetically pro- 
lest agaipat assuming. 

The telegram was signed by twenty odd 
contervative members of the province of (ae- 
bec. A similar telegram will be sent tonigat 
from Quebec, signed by members of 
the Quebec northern districts. This 
means that nine-tenths of all the 
members from this province will vote against 
Sir John McLonald at the next parliament if 
Riel be hanged. This vote would put him 
outef power and compel the immediate resig- 
pation of the Quebec ministers. The defec- 
tion of the French vote will mean a change of 
forty-three members from the conservative 
to the liberal—a quite “sufficient number to 
send the present conservative ministry higher 


than a kite.

GEORGIA ORE 


CROSSBS THE LINSINIO BIRMING 
HAM. 


A Hevolation in Manufecturing and Mining— Che 
Uses to Which Georgia Ore is Putiao the Ale- 
bamse Furnace— Southern Iron in Bast- 
ern Markets—Iron Notes, Etc. 


BikMINGHAM,ALA., November 15.—[Special.] 
Georgia iron ore shipped to Birmingham |! 

This statement is only a new version of the 
old saying, “Carrying coals to Newcastle.” 

It is a fact that ore is brought all the way 
from Georgia to Birmingham, and is used 
right under the very shadow of Red mountain, 
that vest upheaval of rich iron ore which is 
atirecting the attention of the world; but this 
jact, when properly understood, does not 
carry with it as much importance as its bare 
statement would indicate. 

The Georgia ore is not used in the manufac- 
ture of pig iron, but is used only in the making 


of rolled iron, or in other words, its use in Bir- 
mitghem is confined to the “fixing” of -puda 
dling furnaces in the rolling mill. 

Mr. Ward, the general manager ot the Bir- 
mingham rolling mill, informed your cor 
responcent that he receives from the mines of 
Bartow county, Georgia, about one hundred 
toLs a week of brown hematite ore; that this 
particular ore is peculiarly adapted to the pur- 
pose for which he uses 1t; that there are many 
valuable brown hematite ore beds in 
Alabama, but none yet developed can 
furnish the exect quality that he desires, 
theugh be is of the opinion that it will not be 
lopg before he can find it nearer home. 

This ore is taken trom mines on lots ad- 
jJcining the famous Etowah property near 
Certersville. Through the efforts of an agent 
in this city, @ representative of a wealtby 
English syudicate is coming on, and will soon 
visit the Etowah property forthe purpose of 
jpspecting it witha view of buying. It is 
now held at $150,000. 

SOUTHERN IRON GOING EAST. 

It will be remembered by persons inter- 
ested in the developmeat of southern indus- 
tries, particularly that of iron manufacture, 
that when the Alabama, Georgia and Tenues- 
see furnaces began shipping their product 
into the eastern markets, the Peansylvania 
iron men sneered at this attempt to compete 
with them, saying the smail shipments of 
iron which bad gons into their territory 
amounted to nothing more than an experi 
ment, which would undoubtedly prove disas- 
trous tothe southern furnacesif followed up. 

The shipment of southern iron to eastern 
markets has steadily and rapidly increased 
every month since the date of first shipment, 
and it may now be said that the demand for 
this iron is greater than the supply, for 
ecarcely a day passes but that furnaces in the 
Birmingham district decline orders, because 
they aresoid up on the brands that are waated 
in the east. Nov, since the Pennsylvanians, 


‘anda few croaking southern writers who oc- 


cupy questionable positions on this subject, 
have discovered that southern iron in eastern 
markets is no longer an experiment, butan ac- 
com plished fact, taey have begun decrying the 
quality of the iron, first attacking the ores with 
the statementthat they carried such a large 
emount of silicon end so great a per centage 
of phosphorous that no good gradesof iron 
could be produced. They have now attacked 
the coke, and if the editors and correspondents 
of the Iron Age are to be relied on as autnor- 
ity, all the southern furnaces may as well 
blow out, their ore and fuel being of such in- 
ferior quality as to produce iron suitable ouly 
for the manufacture of pots and skillets. We 

next ex pect these gentle- 
men to “‘tackle’’ the limestone 
of the south, and when they do, the probabili- 
ties are they will strixe slate. 

It is fortunate for Birmingham, that there 
are practical iron- makers within her borders 
—men direct from the Pennsylvania furnaces, 
whocan, anddo deny the false statements 
appesripg inthe journal referred to, and ia 
oLe or twosouthern trade publications. 

PRACTICAL EXPERIENCE 

From a furnace superintendent, who has 
been employed in that capacity since last 
June by ove of the largest companies in this 
district, thisis gathered: ‘fhe Prattcoke, 
which is used by all furnaces in Birmingham 
district, ismow nearly as good as Connelsville 
cecke, and when the Pratt people begin wash- 
ing their coal before cokeing it, then their 
coke will be theequal of the best Connels- 
ville coke in every respect, and superior to it 
incne, that of being almost entirely free 
from sulphur.” 

The above statement is froma man whose 
knowledge of iron making was obtained not 
in the south, butin Pennsylvania where he 
was for a number of years assistant superin- 
tendent ot Lucy furnace, one of the largest in 
the world. The disinterested opinion of one 
such practical and experienced man should 
out weigh a whole voinme of the writings of 
those who are paid to write falsely of 
the south’s resources. This same 
gentleman stated to your correspond. 
ent that a “liberal and conservative” 
cost of making iron in the Birmingham dis- 
trict was $10 per ton; and that wnen Mr, 
Rayles, the president of American institute 
of mining engineers and editor-in-chief oi 
Iron Age, stated that it cost $12.35 per ton, 
be either displayed inexcusable ignorance or 
utiered an unpardonable falsehood, 

NOTES, 

The foundation for the new Williamson fur-

Linn iron works bave nearly completed two 
in mense furnace blowing engines, weighing

SOME NOTED SCENES. 


Bill Arp Tells of His Visit to Crawfo: dville—

Their reverence and filial love 
comfort him and more than make up for the 
loss of the friends ef his youth. His lite has 
been a succes#in all respects, and only one 
fatber among a thousand can say it. 

That olde urthouse at Rreeioedvitle, had 
its judicial bench away up high, very high, 
until] last year when if was lowered. Thay 
were all high in the olden times and the pul- 
pits in the ¢hurches were high. But both 
judges and Pajests havecome down nearer to 
the people noWand so there seats have been 
lowered too. There was @ prisoners’ dock in 
this old courthouse, but that has been recently 
removed. William H. Crawford presided 
here for many years, the ablest statesman and 
jurist that Georgia ever produced. History 
says that if he had been 
stricken with paralysis he would 
bave succeeded Monroe in the presidency, 
He was the intimate friend of Madison 
and Galiatinand Clay and Randolph, and 
Madams de Stael and Wellington and La 
Fayette,end@ had the confidence and esteem 
of aj] the firat men of the nation. He died 
rs 1834, and was succeeded by Garnett An- 
Grews. 


1 saw a curious record here upon the docket 
of an old justice of the peace, It was the re 
cord of 900 cfaes brought by Robert Toombs 
to one term of the court, in 1841. The plain- 
tiffs were Wm. Peek and R. Q. Dickerson and 
tho defendant was Thomas Coat 
fin. It was the same Wm. Peek who 
died at Cedgrtown last year. He had a 
debt of $27,000 on Chaffin, aud Aleck S'e- 
phens bad sued Chaffin for a large sum in 
the superior gourt. So Peek employed Toombs 
and Toombs induced Chailia to give to Pek 
900 notes of thirty dollars each so that he 
might sue in the justice court and get the first 
judgments. It was afight unto the death, for 
both claims could not be paid. Thore was 
then no supreme court and the questions in- 
volved had to go before a convention ot 
judges and it is seid that little Alek whipped 
the fight and got his clients money. 

With some kind friends I visited Liberty hall 
for the firsttime. Many a time Have I viewed 
the memorable home of Mr. Stephens from the 
car window && we passed, but now I[ have been 
in it and seen the pictures upon the walls and 
the old time furniture and the little ptaia 
round table. upon which for almost half a 
century he wrote his learned and brilliant 
and philosophic thoughts He was a man ot 
thought and study and reflection more than a 
mén of extraordinary brains. He made the 
best use of bis faculties. He had nothing to 
hinder him—no wife. no children, no care. 
He fel! in love witu thought aad history, and 
he pondered well and treasured what he 
baton ge He wasthe very counterpart of 

oombs, whose native grasp of intellect took 
in at agianece, while Stephens was burning 
the midnight lamp. And yet they wore 
friends, bosem friends. Their very “unlike. 
ness’? made them like each other, One was 
bold, impulsive, decisive; the other slow and 
sure. careful and cautious, and looking well to 
his fortifications. Mr. Stephens is buried in 
the lawn ir trontot Liberty hall, and every 
dey sees fl(7Sirs, tresh flowers, upon his grave. 
Flowers make the initfals of his name 
upon the bosom of the earth that covers 
him and their sweet odor comes over you like 
the sweet memory ofa great and good man 
gone to his rest. Itisa good siga when the 
pcople with whom aman has lived so long 
with ore accord make a Meccaof his grave 
exd keep it fresh with Nature’s garlands and 
are always ready to go with the stranger there 
endtell of his virtues. Crawfordville loved 
Mr. Stephens and her people love him still. I 
wieh there wes some way to touch the'slumber- 
ing pride end patriotism agit Faget ae so that 
they would take hold and build that monu- 
ment. How easily they could do 
it if all those who are able 
would oply send in their mites. The good 
ladies of Crawfordville are struggling, strug- 
gling hard and have accomplished what they 
could, but they are almost helpless without 
the cooperation of the men. I wonder if 
there are not a thousand good men in Georgia 
who can spare ten dollars each? Monuments 
to great and good men are the silent, yet 
speaking teachers of the rising generation. 
They are the monitors, the painters, the inspi- 
rers to good deeds and honorable fame. 
Old Dr. Johnson said to Bos- 
well that it was every man’s duty 
to do something for posterity and ifa man 
could not do anything else he could planta 
tree, the shade of which or the fruit of which 
would bring comfort and pleasure to those 
who were ‘to live after he wasdead. And 
justso we owe it toour posterity to leave be- 
bind us Jand marks that like sign boards will 
tell our children the way they ought to go. 

I found enother old schoolmate at Craw- 
fordville and he reminded me of myself and 
my bome-and family. Our lives have net 
been far apart. 

We began together when the bright dawn of 
hope and faith and love wasupon us. To- 
gether we parsed over Latin and Greek and 
Algebra and Conic Sections and Astronomy 
ar Logic and Rhetoric and got only a small 
smattering ofeach. Together we made music 
end serenaded the Athens girls and fe! in love 
and got a good dealof that. Together we used 
toride in ahorse car on the railroad from 
Union Point to Athens. Together we used to 
teke our evening walks up to Cobbham 
ard buy cakes from Hansell’s cake 
cart on the way and meet 
the pretty girls and feast upon their beauty, 
and after they had passed we would cast one 
lcnging, lingering look behind. Well, he was 
beppily married in the long, long ago, aud 
his cbildren are all around him and his parlor 
is ‘:ullof music, for there I saw the big nddle, 
and the little fiddle, and the banjo, and the 
big horn and the little born, and one of’ his 
bright eyed daughters came out that night 
with the band and made sweet music to do 
the good cause honor, and 
belp make money for the 
mopument. They are ail a home made family 
in Crawfordville and mix and mingle in peace 
and barmony, and if there is any envy or jeal- 
cusy among them it was buried for the time 
and was all invisible to me. I believe that 
such towns are happier than the big cities, 
whose folks are always on a strain to keep up 
with style, and the good man is always bowed 
down with the demands and exactions of busi- 
ness that gives no rest, and bank notes that 
give no delay.

| HE PROMISED LAND. 


NEW’ YORKBEBRS VISITING GREENS 
COUNTY. 


Charmed With Soil, Climate and People—The New 
Yorkers Enthusiastic Over What They Gave 
Learned—A Choice Spot for agricaltur- 
iste—Almost a Paradise—Notes. 


Greenesporo, Ga., November 15,— 
(Special. ]—On last Tuesday an excursion of 
more than forty people from COataraugus and 
contiguous counties in the state of New York, 
arrived in Greenesboro. The majority of the 
excursionists were farmers of practical expe 
rience and their object in coming to Greene 
county was to prospect with a view of locating 
here. 

The excursion was organized by Mr. E. D, 
Northrup, an attorney of considerable promi- 
nence in New York, who has recently made 
landed investments in ourcounty. He was 
so well pleased himself, when he was out here 
a few months ago, and spoke in such glowing 
terms of the advantages of Georgia, that the 
organization offthe excursion was not a diffi- 
cult matter, 

The farmers have been here now for four 
days, and they are carried away with things. 
That is the only way to properly express it. 
They were taken in hand by our citizens, the 
doors of the private homes were thrown open, 
and they received the welcome of friends, not 
of strangers. Since they have been here our 
people have endeavored to make everything 
pess pleasantly. 

As I bave said the object of the excursion 


was purely to gaining a correct estimasce of 
the advantages of ovr section. These men 
meent business. They own plantations ia 
New York state, and in forming their esti- 
mate of our state they have guided themselves 
by the 

, CONDITION OF THINGS NORTH. 

They have not allowed a single point 
to escape them. They have made comparisons 
end bave drawn conclusions from their expe. 
rence in theircwn homes. In making this 
comparison, it must be borre in mind that at 
the north, years of study, labor and improved 
metbods of farming, together with thousands 
of money, have been expended in bringing 
their lends to there present standard. If, in 
the comparison, our soil, which has bsen 
worn and abused by improper modes of culti- 
vation, stands a test with those on which 
brain, time, labor and money have been ex- 
nended, the methods used in the latter case 
will bring themup toa higher standard of 
y reduction. 

In conversation with these gentlemen, these 
fects have been brought forth. First, That the 
lands of Georgia, though much washed and 
worn, are strong and susceptible of highest 
enltivation. Second, That the vast fields of 
bermuda lands, lying along the river bottoms 
snd creeping up the hilleides,render the coua- 
try peculiarly adapted to the raising of stock. 
Third, That these two first conditions are fur- 
ther augmented by the mildness of the cli- 
mate, which makes longer seasons for croping 
in the cne instance, and shorter housing 
periods for stock in the other. 

These facts have presented themselves to 
the minds of tiese 

SOLID FARMERS FROM THE NORTA, 
and have influenced them in making up their 
balance as to the advantages of Georgia. Dus 
ring their stay here I have talked with num- 
bers of them upon different topics, and I will 
give your readers just what they say. I say 
in the beginning there has been but one ex- 
pression of opinion, end in every instance the 
vei dict as to Georgia has summed up 
ALMOST A PARADISE. 

All the gentlemen spoke freely. Among the 
most prominent of those was Mr. Dexter 
Wekefield, ot Olean, New York. He isa far 
mer of large experience, and from what I can 
leern, a very successful planter with 
prectical ideas and a practical way 
of putting them to work. hen 
Imet himhebad an ear of corn which he 
bed brought with him trom the _ north, 
and was compsring it witha ear of Greene 
county raising. Saidhe: ‘I am delighted 
with my observations. I think that the cli- 
mate is splendid. Our treatment, since we 
have been here, is all that we could wish—in- 
deed, more than we expected. I feel at home 
already. In point of soil, 1 think Georgia ad- 
mirably adapted to farming purposes. | Your 
lends seemed to be considerably washed, but 
Ihave no doubt, from what I have heard 
from your best planters, that 
they can be made highly productive—even 
more ro than thelands north, I think your 
lands are stronger and can stand hard usage 
better than ours. Indeed, I am surprised that 
they are not more worn than they are, when 
I consider the number of crops they have 
made. They can be redeemed by plowing 
under grasses as we do north, and then they 
will be better than ours—for the native soil ig 
hetter.’”’ Mr. Wakefield will probably remain 
for some time in Greene to continue his ob- 
servations, and it is believed that he will per- 
manently settle here. 

Mr. E. D. Northrup, who managed the ex- 
cuision, said substantially as follows: ‘‘I con- 
sider Georgia the comieg state of the union. 
The climate renders it peculiarly attractive to 
vorthernl men, and farming in this state is 
goirg to bea paying business. I have lived 
in New York a long time, was reared and ed~ 
ucated there, ard yet I leave it for Georgia. 
My reasons for leaving are many. I feel that 
there are forces at work in the north which 
murt ultimately end in trouble. I foresee it, 
snd 1 come south to mingle amongst people 
who ere {ree from these forces.” 

“Of what do you speak?” 

‘Tl allude to the growing dissatisfaction on 
the part of labor—skilled Jabor—at the at- 
tempted monopoly byfmoneyed power of the 
affairs ot government. It is plain to me that 
there is a great movement going forward in 
New York which means something. Laborers’ 
and working men’s unions are receiving an 
addition to their membership at the .ate of 
nearly 1,000 aday. There are monopolies at 
workin New York which I tear will cause 
trouble. The election of Hill over Davenport 
was a rebuke to the millionaires, of which 
Jay Gould, Vanderbilt and others are the 
heads. They are seeking to control affairs, 
avd grind the workingciassesa. This must re- 
sult, sooner or later, in trouble,”’ 

“Of the south, what do you think!” 

‘“‘What I think is best expressed when I say 
that I will make it my home. In point of 
farming, as ] have said, there are the greatest 
of possibilities ahead. From what I have 
eeen it is one of the greatest countries on the 
face ot the earth. Planters have neglected 
their opportunities, but, in my opinion, by 
proper attention and methods of farming, you 
will go ahead of the north. One of the 
greatest sdvantages you have here is the 
mildpess of your climate. You can add 
to this your famous bermuda grass, and this 
sends this state ahead as a state for stock 
raising.” 

‘«*What are your impressions generally? I 
mean how society, climate, soil compare with 
the state of New York?” 

“T must say that the southern people are 
more than hospitable. They are warm and 
generous natured, and, judgiog from the kind- 
ness with which I have been received, the 
are splendid people. As to climate, that, as 
have said, is perfect. The soil is strong aad 
in some places—where it has been properly 
cultivated — is better than many northern 
lands.” 

The ideas of Mr. Northrup ere worthy of 
hope consideration. He leaves a magnificent 


w practice in New York state to come south, “ 
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and there must have been strong reasons, in- 
deca, which induced him. It is significant, 
end his investment here speaks volumes as to 
the faith of an experienced, shrewd and in- 
telligent gentleman as to- the future of the 
> of <i ia. 

aptain B. A. Johnston,of Cataraugus count 
who has settled’pormanently eveeaaa to mar 
“The hospitality of your people is somethin 
remarkable. I donot believe that you wi 
find in the union another ple who would 
throw open their houses fer the reception of 
excursiopists and make them at once at home. 
l am delighted with the climate,the people, 
the conntry and everything.”’ 

Mr. Spratt made a purchase of 140 acres of the 
best land in Greene county yesterday. It lies 
close into the incorporate limits of Greensboro, 
and just opposite the place purchased by Mr, 
Nomthrap. He said: “I am delighted, of 
course. I think the south, and Georgia in 
particular, is the very best place fer northera 
people tosettle. The climate is mild, but at 
the seme time, bracing. I believe when the 
edvantages of your state are fully realized, 
that the tide of immigration to the west will 
be turned to Georgia. The health is better; 
the people are just as generous and kind as 
they can be, and I must say, that I will return 
north with the warmest love for Georgia. I 
sbail settie here at once.” 

Mr. Lamott Harrington thought that G<or- 
gia isthe coming state of all the union; that 
it is best adapted to diversified farming; that 
the educational facilities are better, and gen- 
eral tone, energy and thrift of the people 
places her ahead of other southern siates. 

Mr. Arthur Huntley, a young masot vim 
of push, and a genial and polished gentleman, 
was in ecstacies over all he has seen, and will 
return to New York with the intention strong 
in him to see Georgia again. 

Mr. Fitts, of Pensylvanis, an extensive 
lumber man and a financier and business mam 
of large experience expressed himself as 
preety pleased.

Captein Watkins, of New York, a quick, 
energetic talker, and a manof life, spoke in 
the most glowing terms of our section.

OLD-TIME GEORGIA. 


STORIES OF THE TRAIL IN JACK- 
SON COUNTY. 


Roads end Trails—The Ysllansw—Naguchee-Hoto- 
chee, or Shafteh—The Pestilence—Imatro, the 
Mocn Spirit—The Dream-The Lady's 
Blipper—Joliy Jumper’s Doctrine. 


From the Jackson, Ga., Herald. 

Perhaps the furthest remove from a high 
degree of civilization, as shown by public sen- 
timent in Jackson county, is seen in the neg- 
lected condition of her highways of travel. 
Ofthe paths or reads of the stone age we 
know nothing; but the “‘war paths” and 
“hunting trails” of the red man were much 
better adapted to the prerour for 
which they were use than are 
our public roads, and all things 
considered, he gave them more care and atten- 
tion, Over the beds of our roads stones of al- 
most any size and shape are thickly strewn, 
and from their sides, and often from their 
centers, project huge, rugged boulders, In- 
stead ot diggipg down a mound in the roadway 
earth is thrown from the sides upon the road, 
and thus the mud is made deeper and the hills 
steeper. 

Acrossthe Indian’s trail not even a dry 
twig, shaken from the overhanging trees by a 
common gale, was allowed to remain for a 
dey, lest its snap beneath the foot of a cautious 
traveler wight reveal his presence, whether 
smoking the pipe of peace, or flourishing the 
Wicod-stained scalping knife, 

These trails answered the purposes of our 
roads, and, in proportion to population, were 
numerous and much traveled. There were 
two main or leading ones which passed 
through the limits of this county. To these 
and the towns situated on or near them this 
narrative will bechiefly confined,the branches 
diverging from them being numerous and lit- 
tle known to the pale face. 

The trail along which the Oconee passed 
from Talessee to Hurricane shoals was the 
most prominent one that led through this part 
of the country, and was known asthe Yalla- 
haw Trail. The word means red with blood, 
end was so called because of the many battles 
which took place in the forests 
through which it passed. It led from 
about where Thomasville now is to Naguchee, 
a femous Indian town in the vicinity of 
Clarksville. The history of this Indian 
stronghold would fi!l an interesting volume, 
but being beyond our boundary, space is only 
taken to say that Neguchee was almost totally 
destroyed about 1797, by a party of emigrants 
while on their way to Tennessee, then called 
the state of Franklin. 

But within the present limits of Jackson 
there were two Indian towns on the Yallahbaw 
trail. The first, coming from the south was 
Hotohee, near the Pittard old place, in 
Clarkesboro’ district. Hotohee has the same 
signidcance as the Engl.sh word savior, only, 
however, when applied to mere human 
egency. It was a very old town, and the 
legend runs thataway back befere the Indian 
hed learned to count the ‘‘moons,”* and before 
he had any knowledge of the happy ‘hunting 
grounds” in the spirit land. Hotohee was 
called Shattah, and contained many hundred 
inhabitents—that a fearful disease, causing 
the teeth to fall from the mouth, the nose to 
enlarge till the face was hidden, and the eyes 
to burst from their sockets and fall te the 
ground, visited the townand killed all the 
inbabitants except a few people and one 
young warrior—that one evening, when the 
moon was full, while the young man 
sat at the doorof his desolate wigwam brood- 
ing over the loss of his people, suddenly his 
teeth, nose and eyes began to give him the 
most intense pain. While writhing in agony 
there appeared before him a young ies riding 
a great black bear. Her face was of the color 
of the full moon; her bair, of the hue of the 
ripe chestnut, fell in long wavy tresses over 
her shoulders, and her eyes were like the aky 
in its clearest blue. 

Her mantle was of fine grass,into which 
were curiously woven eagie’s icathers, and 
these were delicately colored in aj) the varic- 
gated hues of the rainbow. Under her arm 
the carried a bunch of herbs whose <slicate 
flowers were somewhat of the shapeof the 
deer-skin moccasins upon her feet; and be. 
ween her rose colored lips,; which were in 
cherming contrast with her pale white face, 
she pressed one of these flowers. Zz 

Halting atthe door she untied the herbs, 
and gentiy place them at the young war- 
rior’s feet, saying, ‘‘I am Lutro, far away 
from my mountainhome. I have heard of 
your misfortunes, and have come to save you 
and theremnant of your people. Use them 
to»morrow as you will dream to night, and 
all will be well. Nomanah Micpenthe, 

As uttering the last word, which was the 
astonished warrior’s name, she bounded upon 
the great bear and quickly disappeared in the 
dark forest of thesouth. Utterly bewildered, 
Micpenthe forgot his pain, and being wholly 
overcome by the unearthly beauty and loveli- 
ness of the unknown messenger of mercy who 
was 80 strangely in the possession of his 
mame, and knew of his misfortunes, 
he, in mere imitation of her, placed 
one of the flowers between his lips, 
and thought only of the fair stranger.. A dull 
sensation soon paseed through his whole sys- 
tem, end while uttering the name Lutro he 
fell into a profound anher, He dreamed 
tbat beneath a well known tree there were 
sitting two stone cups half filled with a cu-

The lady’sslipper, a plant of the orchis 
family, may now be found growing on the 
hill. sides to the south of the ancient site ot 
Shaftah, or Hotohee. The writer imagines 
that this is the flower which Lutro is said to 
have carried between her rosy lips, it being 
somewhat of theshape of an Indian’s moc- 
_ At any rate the place is now one of the most 
isOlated in the county; and to those who are 
familiar with the many wild legends as- 
sociated with it, is romantic in the extreme. 
On more than one occasion has the writer 
yisited this seemingly dreary region at the 
silent hour of darkness to listen, in his im agi- 
nation, tothe revelry of the red men and their 
dusky mates, to witness their war dance, and to 
hear them whetting their scalping knives on 
the large, peculiarly whitish rock near by. 
Nor need the readerdoubt thathe did hear 
them. Only @ few more steps are to betaken, 
and the scientific world will acknowledge 
that imegination, so calledjis as much of a per- 
ception, andas generally correct, as any of 
the senses as now classified, .

A PICTURESQUE OUTLAW. 

Since the days when Robin Hood and his 
bold followers terrorized the rural Britons, 
there has not been a more daring desperado 
then Martin Mitchel!, the Arkansas out- 
law. 

It would be impossible to Sgive alist of 
Mitchell’s crimes. For yearshe has roamed 
the St. Francis bottoms, and the river coun- 
ties oppcsite Memphis. The courts have 
piled up stacks of indictments against him 
asamooushiner. He has figured aga high- 
way robber and as ared-handed murderer. 
He is known far and wide asthe “Swamp 
Argel,’ and the story of his deeds and mirac- 
nlous escapes would fill a volume, 

A short time ego the ‘Swamp Angel’ was 
lodged in jail in Cross county, Ark, undera 
thirty days senter¢® for some small offense. 
His term of imprisonment was so brief that 
the good people of the yicinity expected him 
to serve it out, butin this he has grievously 
disappointed them. After remaining in jail 
ten days he mysteriously effected his escape 
and isagainon the rampage,armed witha 
repeating rifle, a couple ef revolvers anda 
bowie knife. As he knows every inch in the 
tangled canebrakes of St, Francie, the au- 
thorities do not feel inclined to pursue 
him. 

Now comes the strange part of the story. 
Although Mitchell is known to be a bad and 
dangerous man, hundreds of people in the 
river counties are attached te him because 
they think he is persecuted, and because he 
is a kind, considerate neighbor, open-handed 
and generous toa fault.

It seems almost incredible that 
one determined man should be literally 
moparch of al] he surveys in a tract of per- 
baps a hundred miles square, but it is even so.

Tracetbe writing or designon the sheil with 
thim varnish or melted wax, using a common 
pen; then immerse the egg fora few minutes in 
vinecer or dilute acetic acid. A few experiments 
will determine the proper time, depending on the 
strength of the acid employed. Then wash the ezg 
in water, andremoyethe tracing. Wax will rub 
off, and yarnish will come off with alcohol. The 
result will be a most beautiful and delicate reltef 
oi the desired pattern. If varnigh be used a col- 
ored background can be produced by dyeing the 
egg before applyizg the alcohol. Wash the egg 
before dyeing it, as the acid would injure the

An impressive char- 
goteristic ofthe vocal music at Dr, Talmage’s 
tabernacle is the singing by the entire congre- 
gation. gix thousand voices blended, those of 
wen, Women end children, make a noble cho- 
rus, Tho opening hymn was: 


‘Am I a soldier of the cross, 
A follower of the Lamb?”’ 


Pr. Talmage expounded the chapter in the 
pook of Sam uel, where David is called, while 
watching sheep, and annointed king, the 
preacher remerking that God always calls 
pusy people and never calis idlers, and that 
there were fishermen ya whing in the sunon 
the bank of Galilee, too lazy to move, and got 
no divine recognition, while the honors of 
discipleship came to those who were mending 
their nets. The text was taken trem Judges, 
xiy,1: “And Samson went down to Tim- 
path,” The subject of the sermon was “Brawn 
and Muscle.”’ Dr. Talmage said: 

There are two sides to the character of Sam- 


son. The one phase ot his life if followed into 
srticulars would adininister to the grotesque 
end the mirthful; but there isa phase of his 
character fraught with lessons of solemn and 
eterna] import. To these graver lessons we 
devote this diecouree.- This giant no doubtin 
early life gave evidences of what he was to be. 
It is almost always so. There were two Na- 
poleons—the boy Napoleon end the man Na- 
oleon—but both alike; two Howards—the 
yw Howard and the man Howard—but both 
slike; twoSamsons—the boy Samson and the 
man Samson—but both alike. This giant was 
no donbt the hero of the playground and noth- 
ipg could stand before his exhibitions of 
outhful prowess. At eighteen years of age 
he was betrothed to the daughter of a Philis- 
tine. Going down towards Timnath a lion 
came out upon him. Although this young 
iant was weaponless, he seized the monster 
By the long mane and shook him as a hungry 
March hare, and made 
its bones crack and left it by te 
wayside bleeding under the smit~ 
ing of his fist and the grinding of 
his heel. Passing along, after awhile, the 
feme place, he turned into the thicket to see 
the remains of the monster he had slain, 
Under the hot climate all the perishable par- 
ticles of the lion had diseppeared, and under 
the rain and the sun theskeleton had been 
washed and bleached until it was as pure and 
as white ss a vase of porcelain, Into thie 
skeleton the bees had gathered their honey 
—the sweetness of grass tops, the juice of the 
pomegranite, the aromaof thewild flowers 
which had stood in the gloom of the thickets, 
pale nuns in nature’s convent. On the wed- 
ding dey Samson had propounded a riddle— 
ariddie so foolish that it has been regarded 
asa warning for those who, without talent for 
facetiousness, attempt it. By the treachery of 
his wife the riddle was easily guessed by the 
Philistines, and Samson in his indignation 
slew thirty people. Further to avenge the 
wrong done him he sets on fire three hundred 
foxes, aud these terrified creatures in their 
alarm rush into the corn shocks and vineyards 
until the whole land is ablaze with the deso- 
lation. Surrounded one day by three hundred 
men, this giant picks up a jawbone from the 
wayside snd mows down armed men,asina 
barvest tield the full head grain tumbles un- 
der the swing of the sickle. : 
There he stands looming up above other men 
s mountain of flesh; his arms bunched with 
muscle thet can lift the gate of a city, taking 
an attitude defiant of everything. His hair 
had never been cut, and it rolled dowa in 
seven great plaits over his shoulders, adding 
to his fierceness and terror. The Philistines 
want to conquer him and therefore they must 
find out where the secret of his strength lays. 
There is a dissolute woman living in the 
valley of Sorek by the name of Deaeli- 
lah. Whey appoint her the agent in the case. 
The Philistines are secreted in the same build- 
ing and then Delilah goes to work and coaxes 
Semson to tell what is the secret of his 
strength. “Well,” he says, “if you should 
jake seven green withes such as they 
lasten wild beasts with, and put them around 
me 1 should be perfectly powerless.”” So she 
binds him with the seven green withes. Then 
she claps her hands and says: “They come— 
the Philistines!’ and he walks out as though 
there were no impediment. She coaxes him 
agein and says: “Now tell me the secret of 
this great strength ;” and he replies: “If you 
should take some ropes that have never been 
used and tie me with them, I should be just 
like other men.” She ties him with the 
ropes, claps her hands and shouts, “They 
come—the Philistines!” He walks out as 
tasily as he did before—not a single obstruc- 
tion. She coaxes him again and. he 
stys: “Now if you should take these 
seven long  plaits of hair and by 
this house-loom weave them into a 
web, I could not get away.’’ So the house- 
loom is rolled up and the shuttle flies back 
ward and forward, and the long plaits of hair 
are woven into a web. Then she claps her 
hands and says: ‘They come—the Philis- 
tines!” He walks out as easily as he did be- 
fore, dragging a part of the loom with him.

How often is it that 
you do not find & ee energy indicative of 
Spiritual power. If a clear head is worth 
more than one dizzy with perpetual vertigo; 
if muscles with the play of health in them 
are worth more than those drawn up in 
chronic rheumatism ; if an eye quick to catch 
geen objects is better thanone with vision 
im and uncertain,then God will require of us 
efficiency just in  oob0, anche to what he has 
givenus. Physical energy ought to be a type 
of moral power, We ought to have just as 
gcod digestion of truth as we have capacity to 
sésimilate food. Our spiritual hearing ought 
tobe as good as our physical hearing; our 
Spiritual taste ought to be as clear as our 
tongue. Samsons in body, we ought to be 
giants in moral. power. But where 
you find h great many men 
who realize that they ought to use their money 
aright and use their intelligence aright, how 
few men you find aware of the fact that they 
ought to see their physical organism aright. 
With every thump ot the heart there is some- 
thing saying: “Work! work!” and lest we 
should complain that we have no tools to work 
with, God gives us our hands and teet with 
every knuckle, and with every joint, and with 
every muscle, saying to us: “Lay hold and do 
something!” But how often it is that men 
with physical strength do not serve Christ. 
They are like a ship full-manned and full- 
rigged, capable of vast tonnage,able to endure 
ali stress of weather, yet swinging idly at the 
docks when these men cught to be crossing 
and recrossing the great ocean of human suf- 
fering and sin with God’s supplies of mercey. 
How often itis that physical strength is used 
in doing posifive damage or in luxurious 
ease, When, with sleeves rolled up and bronz- 
ed borom fearless of the shafts of opposition, 
it ought to be laying hold with all its might 
to lift up this sunken wreck ofa world. It is 
@ most shameful fact that much of the busi- 
ness of the church and of the world must bo 
done by these comparatively invalided. 
Richard Baxter by reason of his diseases al] 
his days sitting in the door of the tomb yet 
writing more than a bundred volumes and 
sending out an influence for good that wil 
endure as long e#s the ‘Saints’ Everlasting 
Rest.” Edward Payson never knowing a 
well day, yet how he preached and how he 
wrote, helping thousands ot dying souls like 
himself toswim in a sea of glory! And Robs« 
ert McCheyne, a walking skeleton, yet you 
know what he did in Dundee and how he 
shook Scotland with zeal for God. Philip 
Doddridge, advised by his friends because of 
his illzess not to enter the ministry, 
yet you known what he did for the “Rise and 
Progress of Religion” in the church ani in 
the world. Wilberforce,told by his doctors 
thet he could not live a fortnight, vet at that 
very time entering upon philanthropic enter- 
prises that demanded the greatest endurance 
and persistence. Robert Hall suffering ex~ 
cruciations, eo that sometimes while preach- 
ing he would have tostop and rest a little, 
and then getting ws again would preach about 
beaven untilthe clories of the celestial cit 
met ete on the multitude, doing more work 
perhaps than almost any well man in hisday. 
Ob, how often it is that men with great physi- 
cel endurance are notso great in moral and 
spiritual stature! While there are achieve- 
ments for those who are bent all their days 
with sickness, achivements of patience, 


achivements of prayer, achievements of self. 


denial, achievements of Christian enduranco, 
I call upon men of health, men of muscle, 
men of nerve, men of physical power, to de- 
vote themselves tothe Lord, Giants in body, 
you ought to be giants in soul. 

Behold also in this story of my text illustra- 
tion of the fact ofthe damage that strength 
can doifitbe misguided. It seems to me 
thet this man of my text spent a great deal of 
his time in doing evil. To paya debt which 
he had lost by the guessing or his riddle he 
robs and kills thirty people. He was not only 
gigantic in strength but gigantic in mischiet, 
andatypeofthose men in all ages of the 
world who, powerful in body or mind orin 
any faculty of social position and weaith,have 
used their strength in iniquitous purposes. It 
ia not the smal], weak men of the day who do 
the damage. Those small men who go swear- 
ing and loafing about your stores and shops 
sud banking houses, befouling the air 
with their breath and insulting your 
floor with their iniquitous saliva, 
eesniling Christ and the bible and the church, 
they donotdo the damage. They have no 
influence. But it is the giants ofthe day, the 
migguided giants, giants in physical power, 
or giants in mental acumen, or giants in 60- 
cial position, or giants in wealth, who do the 
damage; the men with sharp pen that stab 
religion, or who throw their poison all through 
our literature; the men who use the power of 
wealth tosanction iniquity, and bribe justice 
and meke truth and honor bow to their golden 
sceptre. Misguided giants! Look out for 
them. In the middle of the latter part of the 
last century no doubt there were thousans of 
men in Paris and Edinburgh and London 
who hated God and blasphemed the name 
of the Almighty. But they did but lit- 
tle mischief. They were small men. But 
there were giants in those days. Who can 
calculate the soul-havoc of a lhousseau going 
on with a very enthusiasm of iniquity, with 
fiery imagination seizing upon all the impul- 
sive natures of his days or David Hume, who 
employed his life as a spider employs his 
summer, in spinning out silken webs to trap 
the unwary; or Voltaire, marshalling a great 
host of eceptics and leading them out in the 
dark land of infidelity; or Gibbon, who 
showed an uncontrollable grudge against re- 
ligion in his history ofone of the most fatcin- 
ating period’s of the world’s existence, the 
Decline and Fall of the Roman EMpire, a 
book in which with all the splendors of his 
genius he magnified the errors of Christian 
disciples, while with a spareness of voice 
that never can be forgiven, he treated 
of the Christian beroes of whom the world 
was not worthy. 0, men of stout physical 
health, men of giant mente! stature, men of 
high social position, men of great strength of 
any sort, I want you to understand your 

ower, | want you to know that that power 
devoted fo God will be a crown on earth to 
you typical of a crown in heaven! But mis- 
guided, bedraggled in sin, administratiye of 
evil, God will thunder against you with his 
condemnation in the’day when{millionaire and 

auper, master and slave, king and subject, 
shall stand side by side in the judgment, and 
money bags and judicial ermine and royal 
robes shall be riven with lightnings. — 

Behold also how a giant may be slain of a 
sorceress. Delilah started the train of circum- 
stances that pulled down the temple of Dagon 
about Sampeon’s ears. And tens of thousands 
of giants have gone down to death and hell 
through the same impure fascinations. It 
ecems to me that it is high time that 
pulpit and platform and printing press speak 
out sgainst theimpurities of modern society. 
Fastidiousness and prudery say: ‘‘Better not 
speak, youwillrouse up adverse criticism; 

ou Will make worse what you want to make 
better; better deal in glittering generalities; 
the subject istoo delicate for polite ears. 
But there comes a voice from Heaven over 

owering the mincing sentimentalities of the 
ay, saying: “Cry aloud, spare not, lift up 
thy voice like a trumpet an show my people 
their transgressions and the house of Jaco 
their sins.” The trouble is that when people 
write or speak upon this theme they are apt 
to cover it up with the graces of pelies- eae 
so that the crime is made attractive instead 0 
repulsive. Lord Byron in “Don Juan” adorns 
this crime until it smiles like a May queen.

from the gorpel of free loveism, which, fifteen’ 


or twenty years ago, was preached on th 
platform and in some of the ehavohen of this 
rie et I charge upon tree loveism that it 
= blighted innumerable homes and that it 
as sent innumerable souls to ruin. Free 
loveism is . bestial; it is worse—it is 

‘ . 
infernal. It has furnished this land with 
about 1,000 divorces annually. In one county 
in the state of Indiana it hes furnished eleven 
divorcesin one day before dinner. It has 
roused up elopements north, south, east and 
west. You can hardly take up a paper but 
you reed of an elopement. As far as I can 
understand the doctrine of free loveism it is 
thie: That every man ought to have somebody 
else’s wife, and every wife somebody else’s 
husband. They do not like our Christian 
organ:zation of society, and I wish they would 
all elope, the wretches of one sex taking the 
wretches of the other, and start tomorrow 
morning for the great Sahara desert until the 
simoon shall sweep seven teet 
of sand all = over them, and not 
one passing ceravan for the next 500 
yesrs bring beck ond miserable bone of their 
carcasses. Free loveism! It is the double 
distilled extract of nux vomica, ratsbane and 
adder’s tongue. Never until society goes 
back to theold Bible and hears its eulogy of 
purity and its anathema of uncleanness, never 
until then will this evil be extirpated. 

Behold aleo in the giant of the text that 
great physical power must crumble and ex- 
pire. The Samson ofthe text long ago went 
away. Hefoughtthe lion. He fought the 
Philistines. Hecould fight anything. But 
death was tco much forhim. He may have 
required a longer grave and a broader grave, 
but the tomb nevertheless was his terminus. 
Ah, ifthe giant of the text could not finally 
eucceed in the contest against death, we of 
lesser fibre and lesser strength, 1 think, - will 
have to surrender! What! Doyou tell. me 
that the muscle of the arm must be shrunken, 
that the tongue must be palsied, that the 
foot must bait in its march and halt forever! 
Yes, ifthe giantofihe text surrendered, we 
shall surrender. By prudence, by 
good habits, by the enthrone- 
ment of moral principle, we may postpone the 
hour, but come it must and come it will.. If 
then we are to be compelled to go ont of this 
world, where are we to goto? This body and 
soul must soon part. What shall! be the des- 
tiny of the former? I know. Dust to dust. 
But what shall be the destiny of the litter? 
Shallit rise into the companiozship of the 
white-robed whose sins Christ hasslain? Or 
ehall it be down among the unbelieving who 
tried to gain the world and save their souls 
but were swirdlied out of hoth? Blessed 
be God we haveachampion. He is so styled 
in the Bible, a champion whose has conquered 
death end hell and is ready to fight all our 
battles from the first tothe last. “Who ig 
this that cometh from Edom with dyed gar- 
ments from Bozrah, mighty tosave?” If we 
fall in the wake of that champion, death has 
no power and the grave no victory, The 
worst man trusting in him shall have his dying 
pengs alleviated and his future illumined. 

In the light of this subject I want to call 
ycur attention to a fact which may not have 
been rightly considered by five men in this 
house, and that is that we must be broughtinto 
judgment for the employment of our physical 
organism. Shoulder, brain, hand, foot—we 
must answer in judgment for the use we have 
madeof them. Have they been used for the 
elevation of society or its depression? In pro- 
perticp, ss our arm is strong and cur stop 
elestic, will cur account at lest be intensified. 
Thousands of sermons are preached to inva- 
lids; I preach this sermon tostout men and 
healthful women. We must give to God an 
eccount for the right use of this physical or- 
ganiem. These invalids have comparatively 
little to account for. Perhaps 
they could not lift twenty pounds. 
They could not walk half ai mile 
without sitting down to rest. Inthe preparas 
tion of this subject I have said to myself, how 
shall I eccount to God in judgment for the use 
ofa body which never knew one moment of 
real sicknese, risipg up in judgment, standing 
beside the men and women who had only lit- 
tle physical energy and yet consumed that 
energy ina conflagration of religious enthu- 
siesm? How will we feel abashed! O men of 
the strong arm and the stout heart, what use 
are you making of your physical forces? Will 
you be able to stand the test of that day when 
we must answer for the use of every talent 
whether of physical energy or mental acumen 
or spiritual power? 

Hark, it thunders! That dey advances and 
I see some one who in this world was an in- 
valid, and as she stands before- the throne of 
God to answer, shesays: “I was sick all my 
dsys, I had but very litile strength, but I did 
as well as I could in being kind to those who 
were more eick and more suffering.” And 
Christ will say: ‘‘Well done,faithful servant.” 
Andthen there will come up one whowill 
say: “I went on crutches all my days. It was 
very hard for me to get along, and 1. tried to 
be patient under all my infrmities,and though 
I have not many starsin my crown I rejoice 
that Ihave been able to! do something for 
Jesus.”” “Well done, faithful servant,” 
enys Jesus; ‘well done.” And then a little 
child wil] stand up before the throne, and she 
will say: “On earth I had a curvature of the 
spineand I was very weakand 1 was very 
sick; but I used to go out and gather flowers 
out of the wild -wood and bring them to my 
sick mother, and she was comforted when she 
saw the sweet flowers outot the wild wood. I 
did not do much but I did something.” And 
Christ shall say, as He takes her up in His 
arms and kisses her: ‘Well done, well done, 
faithful servant, enter thou into the joy of thy 
Lord.” What then will be said of us, to 
whom the Lord gave physical strength and 
continuous health ? 

Hark! Itthunders again. The judgmont! 
The judgment! I said to an old Scotch min- 
ister who was one of the best friends I ever 
head: “Doctor, did you ever know Robert 
Pollock, the Scotch poet who wrote the 
‘Course of Time?’” “On, yes,”’ he replied, 
“T know him well; I was his classmate.” And 
then the doctor went onto tell me how the 
writing of the “‘Course of Time” exhausted 
the health of Robert Pollock, and he expired, 
The fact was that no man could have such a 
glimpse of the dey for which all other days 
were made as Robert Pollock had and long 
survive that glimpse. In the description of 
that day he says among other things:

that it is on the increase, and, if no check is im- 
pr sed to the dreadful habit of drunkenness, the 
time will come, andat no distant period, when 
the consequences to society will be appalling. 

Those in the medical profession who have de- 
voted special attention to the study of nervous 
diseases have come to regari dipsomania or alco- 
holic mania, asatrueand well defined disease 
one of the cheracteristics of which is that at cer- 
tain periods the proclivity for.drink is such that 
the moral sense of the patient is overcome by the 
insatiable thirst for drink, and his powerto resist 
the temptation when presented tohim is wholly 
jost. Herein we find a controlling arguiaeat 
against moral suasion, snd a clear explanation 
why this method of deliverance from the evil has 
heretofore failed, and why it ought no longer be 
relied upon, 

It is pow a recognized fact that the drunkenness 
may be, and is often, entailed upon the offspriag 
by hereditary transmission from parent to child 
She ivfinence thus transmitted, may manifest it- 
eelf in different phases of nervous perversion. In 
some, the trouble may show itself in a tendency to 
the morphine habit or to other disordered mental 
proclivities—not unfrequently in insanity. 

What, then, is the duty of the Christian world, 
and, indeed, of every well-wisher to our racs, iu 
regard to thissubject? The question is moment 
cus, not only in its present but in its prospective 
bearing upon Fociety, and the world. Solomon 
said: ‘Phe prudent man foreseeth the evil and 
avoideth it.’”’ The highest and best morality re: 
gards the welfare not only of ourselves but of our 
posterity. Prohibition, as now proposed, may not 
accomplish al] that is desired, but it wil: certainly 
dorome good. It willremove thesocial attractions. 
of the saloons and barrooms, so fascinating to the 
youprg and inexperienced. It will make the pro 
curing of strong drink inconvenient and difficult,

Any person selling in 
this county, should the present proposed law be 
adopted, could be sent to the chaivgang for twelve 
months. tickne:s and infirmity from oid age, in 
one’s family woulda furnisb no excuse for seiling 
tohim the common stimulants of the country, 
such as whisgzy or brandy—NOT EVEN THE VERY 
COMMON CASE OF A POOR WOMAN, EXHAUSTED BY 
THE PaNGS OF LABOR, WOULD BEA SUFFICIENT 
GRUUNDS FOR THE SALE OF A PINT OF WHISKY! 

The provision of the proposed law allowing the 
Fale of alcohol does not relieveits cruelty. Our 
best physicians say pure alcoho!, which alone can 
be suid by druggist, can not be used as a substia 
tute for whisky and brandy.

It has been stated, es an electioneering 
argument with the poor, evenif they could not 
send abroad for whisky, that their employers and

Temperance, he said, is 
moderation in the use of things right and lawiul, 
a definition which brings us at once to the ques-

After giving some of the testimony on this funda- 
mental question, and showing the lack of agrees 
ment amormg equally competent and conscien- 
tious witnesses, the preacher gaid that this ought 
to moderate the confidence and silence the dog- 
matism of every speaker on this subject.

its ultra advocates try to makeit, in never touch- 
ing, tasting or handiing any beverage which, if 
taken in excess, would produce intoxication; and 
if the moral certainty of this deprivation arise as 
fixed in men’s conscience, the known commands 
of trutb, honesty, chastity, filial piety, and respect 
for human life, then there would be but one moral 
law to lay down on this subject, although many 
civilenactments might be heeded to maxe it 
effective in society. But temperance is not s0 
easily or pomstvely defined. And we may be Ae- 
doned, therefore, if we confess to being a fitter 
and trimmer, a sort of brick and mortar reformer 
in this matter, who, like the mason, measures the 
hole to be stopped up and breaks his brick ace 
cordingly. 

Then | find myself here and am more inclined 
to accept extreme legislation in favor of temper 
ance than I have ever been before under other 
cireumstapces. I donot accept the ultra defiani- 
tion of temperance, but I am Wiking to try some 
of the ultra cure.
